Terre Haute, Indiana, 
Alone Reports Thirty 
Killed. 


RAIN IS STILL PALLING 


Residents in the Lowlands in This City Spent 
Anxious Night and Are Rushing Goods Out 


of Range of Rising Waters. 


Washington and Fayette county have joined hands with 
the State and Central United States in undergoing one of the 
worst floods in its history, and the damage in the city and 
county will reach into the thousands. 
Filled to overflowing by the incessant downpour every 
stream in the county has left 
banks and most of them are 
steadily rising. 
Paint creek, passing through this city, was at flood stage 
Monday night, and the heavy rains Tuesday morning caused it 
to rise rapidly and at the noon hour it had covered its flood 
plain and was climbing upward at the rate of six inches every 
hour.. 
Railroad and telegraph and telephone service has been de­ 
moralized so completely that it will take a week or ten days to 
restore it, although in this county the road beds are in fairly 
good condition. 
The valleys of Paint creek, Sugar creek, Rattlesnake, Deer 
£reek and Compton creek resemble rivers, and many large 
bridges are threatened with destruction, as the rushing water?, 
sr© lapping high upon the abutments and piers.

Omaha, Nob., March 25.— 
(More tflan 200 parsons were 
killed and 400 were injured in 
a windstorm that demolished 
500 houses, damaged hundreds 
of ol her buildings and caused a 
monetary loss of $5,000,000, ac­ 
cording to reports available up 
to a late hour last night from 
the main path of the tornado 
near Omaha, Most of the cas 
nailies were in Omaha, which 
was stricken as never before. 
Near-by towns in Nebraska 
and across the Missouri river, 
in Iowa, also suffered severely. 
Wires were snapped oil* in a1! 
directions, and it took many 
hours to gather and circulate 
news of the disaster. 
Fire broke out in the debris 
of many wrecked buildings in 
tin: Nebraska metropolis, and 
these were menaces for sonic 
time, as the fire companies 
were hindered by fallen walls 
and blockaded streets. 
A heavy rain followed the 
wind, however, and drenched 
the hundreds of homeless per­ 
sons, but also put out the 
flames,

All forms of communication were almost annihilated by the 
wind, and only two or three wires were in working condition 
a when daylight relieved a night of high tension, which af times 
almost been vile panicky. 
Soldiers, state and national troops, poured into the city 
during the day to aid rn bringing order out of what for JI) 
hours had horn chaos. 
Hast night these guardians of the peace are pat coling flap 
residence districts, aiding tin* police to maintain order and rt^ 
J ie vc such cases of suffering as come to their notice. 
The greatest loss of life occurred sectionally. Three points 
in the path of the storm offered the greatest sacrifices. These 
were at Fortieth and Ha rn am streets, where a erow< I had sought 
refuge in a garage, at Twenty-fourth and Hake streets, where a 
moving picture theater was demolished, and at Twenty-fourth 
and Willis avenue, where a poolroom had attracted a crowd. 
In each of these places the fatalities were large. 
No such catastrophe ever find visited the city, and it was] 
overwhelmed by it. The citizens quickly rose to the situation 
however, and measures of relief were organized promptly. 
Trinity ( ’atbedral, a parish of the ( trnalm Episcopal church 
was temporarily turned into a co (Tee house. 
Catholic priests visited homes that had been destroyed in 
many eases administering the last rites of the church, and pub 
lie bodies began the organization of relief committees.

night $100,000 had liecn subscribed for the relief of t ho destitute 
Telegraph and telephone communication, which had been 
at a standstill for 24 hours, improved during the night. 
Intra­ 
state, as well as interstate communication, was far from normal 
and it is believed that tin* full effects o f tin* storm may not be 
known for several days. 
Reconstructi<m was begun last night when, at a meeting of 
the Real Estate Exchange, a committee w a s appointed to take 
up this work. 
Insurance companies experienced heavy losses, most of 
their fire policies carrying a tornado clause. 
I he hospitals in I Iron ha are full of injured, many of whom 
have not yet been identified, apparently because their friends 
are either dead or among the injured. 
There has been little or no looting. The business men are 
co operating in every way. 
The Omaha hotels have thrown open their doors for th** 
injured.

Railroad Traffic Tied in Knot 


Commencing Monday night the D. T. Sc I.

No trains were run Tues 
day morning. 
Even the telegraph wires were down. 
The tracks at Greenfield were swept away shortly before 
noon today. 
Only one train was run over the C. H. A D., and that wa* 
the west-bound morning train, which reached a point near 
Jamestown and was forced to abandon the run. 
No trains 
could leave Dayton. 
On the B. Si 0 . the two early morning trains were the only 
ones able to get through. Numbers 101 and 103 were detoured 
over the N. & W. to Chillicothe and from thence into Cincinnati 
over the main line. 
No. 104 was detoured over the Big Four 
but could not reach Columbus. 
The Pennsylvania road was able to run both trains through 
this place, although the road is under water in a number of 
places.. 
Serious washouts are reported on the C. H. Si D., B. & O. 
and D. T. Si I. and it may be a week before full repairs can 
be made. 


All stifling have become raging torrents, and the swirling 
waters have carried away thousands of dollars1 worth of co(& 
fences, watergate**, small bridges and roadways.

Countless places throughout the county the pikes have been 
cut through by the waters which could find no means of escap­ 
ing as rapidly as it accumulated. 
At noon today the flood in this county was pronounced tho 
highest except once, ainee 1884, and was still ( limbing upward 
Every low place has been transferred into a small lake, arid 
in fields where there is little fall, two-thirds of the fields are 
under water. 
Scores of cellars throughout the city contain from one to 
six feet of water. The eastern part of the city was flooded by 
the Zimmerman ditch overflow. Borne parts of the gas house 
region are flooded.

A genuine twister struck the extreme northern part of 
the county between four and five o'clock Monday evening, lay 
mg waste a path nearly IOO yards. 
The cloud dipped down and struck the earth some four 
miles north of Jeffersonville, and for a considerable distance 
it wrecked all fences, tore out and broke off large trees and 
created havoc generally.

Emergency morgues and hospitals were established at v a r i o u s 
points, and all available physicians and nurses pressed into ser­ 
vice.

Omaha.—Frank 
Wordeu of Colfax 
la., will give $1,900 to any surgeon in 
the United States who will break bls 
back with anything short of a sledge­ 
hammer. 
Worden spent a week in 
Omaha and was seen by a number of 
physicians, but when be left the city 
he carried his $1,000 with him. 
Worden is ai^. ossified man. 
He is a 
farmer. With the exception of his eyes, 
tongue and arms from the elbow down 
he is one huge piece of bone, without 
a Joint or hinge of any kind. 
His body 
is as hard aa stone and as rigid as a 
piece of steel. 
He cannot laugh; he 
cannot even smile. 
Eighteen years ago Worden awoke 
one morning with a stiff neck. 
There 
was no pain, bot he could not move his 
head. 
He paid no attention to it at 
first 
But the affliction grew worse. 
When Worden felt bis jaw s becoming 
set he placed small wedges of wood 
between his teeth, and in that position 
the lower portion of his face became 
rigid. 
In time the wedges were removed 
and the teeth were left about half an 
Inch ap art 
Through this aperture he 
is fed liquid food. 
He cannot masti­ 
cate. 
Gradually the hardening affected his 
body, his limbs and then his fe e t 
In 
eight years Worden’s feet and ankles 
were as rigid as stone.

TYPHOID MASTERED 
IN AMERICAN ARMY 


During First Year of Compul­ 


sory Inoculation. 


New York -R ep ort of the remark­ 
able results obtained by the use o f 
antityphoid 
vaccine 
in 
the United 
Stales army was made by Major F. F. 
Russell of the army medical corps in 
an address before the Harvey society 
at the Academy of Medicine. 
In Jacksonville in 1898 there were 
more than 1,000 cases of typhoid fever 
among 10,000 troops, and the mortality 
was very high, 87 per cent of the total 
deaths being due to typhoid, 
In 1912, 
the 
first 
year of compulsory 
anti­ 
typhoid inoculation In the army, out of 
an army force of 58,000 men there were 
only fifteen cases of undoubted ty­ 
phoid fever, with only two deaths. 
Dr. Russell says this record Is un­ 
equaled elsewhere In the world. 
“The basis upon which rest the orig! 
nal studies which led up to the perfin- 
tion o? antityphoid Inoculation.” says 
Dr. Russell, “was the observed produc­ 
tion s t practically complete and per 
mauenl Immunity as tile result of an 
attack of typhoid fever. 
The use of 
vaccine In the United States army was 
begun in 1909 and met with such sue 
cess that In September of 1911 Its ad 
ministration in the army was made 
compulsory for all men under forty­ 
five years of age 
Ours Is the only 
army In which its use is compulsory 
In our army alone is the three dose in­ 
oculation employed: hence we cannot 
fairly compare our results with those 
obtained by only one or two doses 
It 
may be said, however, that the three 
dose method confers a greater degree 
of Immunity and more lasting than do 
the other methods 
“After the order went into effect 
some time was required to complete 
the protection of the entire army, so 
that it was not until the beginning of 
1912 that every man bad been I noon 
lated his three doses 
“The duration of Immunity which is 
produced so efficiently I iv this method 
of vaccination rnc<f remain unsettled 
as y et 
The British conclusions ara 
that it is effective for two and a half 
years, bot they do nor use three doses 
and hence do not obtain so high a 
grade of immunity as we. 
Our own 
observations have shown no ditidnu 
tion in che immunity after four years 
Reraccination every four years against 
both typhoid and smaOpnx has been 
made compnlsorv in our army."

The vehicle for the first travelers to 
the moon will, he says, be a closed ves­ 
sel of extreme lightness, provided with 
a motor of great power, a combination 
which the astonishing advances of lo­ 
comotion during the past hundred years 
brings well Into sight. 
Since there is no atmosphere in the ( 
space between our planet and the moon , ramus. 
no system of propellers would be of 
any use, and the only possible menus 
of driving tin* vehicle forward would 
be an adaptation of the rocket princi­ 
ple, which, lie says, works as well In a 
vacuum as in air. 
The motor then would work a kind 
of continuous rocket, and M. Pelterie 
has made calculations of just how much 
power the engine must have to carry 
the vehicle along the 240,000 odd miles 
between the earth and its satellite. 
For a vehicle weighing one ton the 
motor would have to be of 414,000 
horsepower. 
For added 
weight 
the 
horsepower must bt* proportionately in­ 
creased. 
When this combination was 
realized the journey would Im* divided 
into three parts. The first would be to 
drive the vehicle with increasing speed 
until the sphere of the earth’s attrac­ 
tion was passed. 
During the second 
the vehicle would continue its journey 
by inertia until it reached the point 
where the moon’s attraction 
began, 
while the third would be the simple 
matter of dropping on to the letter’s 
surface, no moi ive force being neces­ 
sary. 
The first of these phases, according 
to the lecturer, would last 24 minutes 
and 9 seconds: the second phase. 48 
hours and DO minutes; the third, 3 min­ 
utes and 46 seconds, giving a total of 
49 hours 17 minutes 55 seconds. 
During the first 4,000 miles, be says, 
the passengers would have the sen­ 
sation of weighing one-tenth more than 
usual, but afterward they would cense 
to weigh at ail and have the sensation 
of falling indefinitely Into space. 
To remedy tile bad physical effects 
which might result from these phe­ 
nomena special appliances, says M. 
Pelterie, might lie installed. 


California Investigators Tell of 


Experiments. 


San Francisco - T. B Robertson ami 
Dr. T. C. Burnett of the University of 
California laboratory make it known 
that they have found chemical sub­ 
stances that will accelerate or retard 
the growth of cancerous tumors. 
One of the chemical substances ex­ 
perimented with was lecithin, which, 
they say, not only retards the spread­ 
ing of cancer tumors to other parts of 
the body, but in some instances re­ 
tard* the growth of the original cancer 
tumor. 
On the contrary, cholesterin 
when likewise injected directly into 
the cancer tumor causes them to grow 
more quickly and spread. 
This method of partial “control” of 
cancer having been established, it re­ 
mains for further experiments to de­ 
cide If lecithin can be so used as to 
check altogether the cancer growth. 
Lecithin and cholesterin are both 
found in the human body. 
Lecithin is 
described chemically as a colorless, 
gummy, phospborized fat, contained in 
the cell material of animal and vege­ 
table bodies. 
The California experi­ 
menters extracted their lecithin from 
the yolks of eggs 
Cholesterin is a 
crystalline compound contained In bile, 
gallstones, 
nerve 
tissue, 
blood, 
egg 
yolks, etc. 
White rats were used in the expert-

Franklin Knight Lane. 
Franklin Knight Lane leaves th* chair­ 
manship of th# Interstate commerce com­ 
mission to enter the cabinet. 
Mr. Lane 
was born in Prince Edward Island July 
15, 1864, and was graduated from the Unl- 
verslty of California In 1886. Three years 
later he began the practice of law in San 
Francisco and was corporation counsel 
of that city from 1897 to 1902. In the latter 
year he was a candidate for governor of 
the state and a year later received the 
party vote of the legislature for United 
States senator. 
Mr. Lane had been a 
member of the interstate commerce com­ 
mission since December, 1906, and was a 
member of the permanent International 
railway commission. 
In !9tt ho advocated a corporation com­ 
mission similar to the Interstate com­ 
merce commission, with power to regu­ 
late all business enterprises- engaged In 
Interstate commerce, ms the jest cure for 
tho so called trust evils. 
Ho has also said that he thought the 
Interstate commerce commission should 
have the power to say where a new rail­ 
road should be located. 
Mr. Lane argued 
that on the efficiency of the railway sys­ 
tem# depended the prosperity of the coun­ 
try. Mr. I.ane wan married to Anne Wlt- 
ermote of Tacoma In ISHII 
Albert Sidney Burleson. 
Albert Sidney Burleson has been a mem­ 
ber of the house of representatives from 
Texas since 1899 and in late years has 
been a prominent figure in that body. He 
was a stanch supporter of Governor Wil­ 
son and hi* doctrines in the early pre- 
convention days. Mr. Burleson was born 
at Sun Marcos, Tex,, on June 7, 1863. and 
wa* educated ut the Agricultural and Me­ 
chanical college of Texas, Baylor univer­ 
sity of Waco and tho University of Texas 
in 188*1 Mr. Burleson was admitted to 
th© bar and was assistant city attorney 
of Austin from 1886 to 1890. 
In 1891 he 
was appointed by the governor of Tfxas 
as attorney general of the Twenty-sixth 
judicial district, an office whlelf he held 
through three successive terms until 1896. 
He represented both the Ninth and later 
th© Tenth Texas districts In congress. 
His chief work was dun© as a member of 
the appropriations committee. 
W illiam Bauchop W ilson, 
William Bauchop Wilson of Pennsylva­ 
nia has taken an active part in trad© 
union matters for many years and from 
I960 to 1999 was socretary-treasurer of the 
United Mine Workers of America. 
Ile 
was born in Blantyre. Scotland, on April 
2, 1862, and his parents carne to this coun­ 
try In 1870 and settled at Arnot, Tioga 
county, Pa. Mr. Wilson went to work la 
the coal mines in March, ISIL 
Among labor union men Mr, Wilson has 
enjoyed wide popularity, and his appoint­ 
ment will be received by them with th# 
greatest satisfaction. His re-election each 
tiro© os sec re t ar y -t reasurcr of the Mina 
Workers of America was practically with­ 
out op|>oaition because of the efficient 
service he had given to the cause. 
Of late years Mr. Wilson has engaged 
In farming at Blossburg, Pa., where he 
now has his home. 
He was elected from 
that district to till' Sixtieth congress and 
re-elect, d to th© SDt.v-flrst congress, re­ 
ceiving m ort votes thin all of the other 
candidates together. 
Mr. Wilson is m ar­ 
ried and has nine children.
